PLANNING FOR THE MILITARY GOVERNMENT OF THE ISLAND. 


Washington, D. C., June 1.—[Special.]— 
In spite of the absence of official advices: 
from Commodore Schley the Navy depart- 
ment has accepted, at least in part, the dif- 
ferent press dispatches regarding the action 
in the harbor of Santiago. It is explained at 


the department that the Commodore might 


not have finished his work yesterday, and 
if he did would probably wait until night be- 
fore sending a dispatch boat, as the work 
of putting a report into cipher is a laborious 
one, not to be attempted while the ships 
were cleared for action. | 

It is semi-officially stated at the depart- 
ment that Commodore Schley was expected 


‘to make an attack upon the outer defenses 


of Santiago as soon as he was satisfied of 
the presence there of the whole or a part of 
Cervera's fleet. His orders were absolutely 
discretionary, but he was advised not to at- 
tempt to break into the harbor itself pend- 
ing the arrival of troops, as it was not de- 
sired to repeat the Dewey incident in that 


_ regard. The understanding. was that Com- 


modore Schley would immediately proceed 
to reduce the battery in Morro Castle and 
the shore guns in the Estrella battery on the 


east side of the entrance, just north of 


Morro. These orders contemplated the 


- silencing of the batteries so that the fleet 


would be able to maneuver close in shore and 
‘keep a strict watch on the harbor entrance. 
It is understood that Commodore Schley 
will at once set about the work of removing 
the mines from the entrance to the harbor, 
and to do this safely it was necessary first fT 
to draw the fire of the outer battery so as to 
develop thetr range and. strength, and sub- 
‘s@Quently to sHencethem. This preliminary 
bombardmentis what the Spaniards mistook 
for a general attack. but unless the 
Navy department experts are much mis- 
taken Commodore Schley will follow it up 
with something serious, and the report may 
be received at any time that a general bom-

‘Cervera Anxious to Escape. 


Naval officers generally could not under- 
stand the occasion of a conflict between the 
American and Spanish ships under any cir- 
cumstances which arose from S¢hley’s ini- 
tiative.. It was considered that tie American 
commander could not provoke attack, and 


he assuredly would not attempt to enter the 


harbor. It was considered probable, how- 


. ever, that the Spanish fleet had made des- 


perate efforts to run the blockadé and take 
advantage of the final stand which seems to 
have resulted in the escape of at least some 
of the Spanish vessels. Experts in the de- 
partment believe that Admiral Cervera 

would recognize as promptly as any one less 
vitally concerned the pposemty for prompt 
action on his part. 

The knowledge of the plans of the Wash- 
ington authorities and the fact that Amer- 
ican troops would be sent to Santiago Prov- 
ince and the Sampson fleet was to strengthen 
the Schley squadron have undoubtedly 
reached Cervera. The restrictions upon 
those who have to do with governmental 
plans and policies apparently did not inter- 
rupt the news of the project in regard to 
Santiago, and it is now known that the in- 
tentions of this government were pretty fair-. 
Be appreciated in Madrid. The departure of 
’ troops from Florida for Santiago and the 
strengthening of the Schley fleet by Samp- 
s0n’s vessels present a menace to Cervera 
and his command which there is no hope of 


his escaping if he should delay leaving San- |

‘hopelessness of the situation which day by 
day presents less chance for his escape

The utmost secrecy is maintained in 
regard to the whole transaction, but the 
officers in charge of the expedition have 
advised the department that the transports 
are being rapidly laden, and that the troops 
are in readiness for departure. 

It is likely there will be no delay in sending 
the force to Santiago Province, despite the

The invasion of northern and western Cuba 
still seems to remote. There is every 
indication that 
and the recommendations of the army sur- 
geons will be followed in delaying Cuban 
invasion until autumn.

The 
small number of regular troops available for 
this duty add to the perplexities of the 
military authorities in their plans for speedy 
operations. It is realized more and more 
‘and day by day that the volunteer force 
must be increased beyond even the 75,000 
additional troops called for under the procla- 
mation of May 25 if the plans of the War 
department a carried out, unless our mili- 
tary operations meet with immediate vic- 
tory. 

In the calculations regarding the strength 
| of troops, the army surgeons insist that a 
large force should be resérved for losses 
by dipease as ‘well as by the usual! fatalities 
of war. The conditions in Santiago Prov- 
‘fice promisé a large loss through actual 
confilct.

required. The vessel will be ready to leave 
the Pacific coast in about a week, proceed- 
ing at once to Honolulu.

The State department and the Attorney 
General, by direction of the President; are 
working hard in the preparation of a form of 
government for Cuba after the Spaniards are 
driven from the Islands.

_ For a Cuban Government. 

The administration does not. believe that 
Cuba without assistance can, immediately 
after peace is declared, organize and put 
into effect a stable government, and the 
President believes it to be his duty to help 
these people in their efforts. To properly 
prepare for this emergency a careful study 
of the Spanish system of government, from 
the highest to the lowest degree, in Cuba, is 
being made, and the same attention Is be- 
ing paid to the primitive rules and laws of 
the so-called Reptblic of Cuba. The object 
of this research is to endeavor to eliminate 
all that is objectionable, and to adopt that 
which harmonizes with the Cuban race, and 
at the same time tends to strengthen the 
new nation. 

It is understood to be the intention of the 
President to place a military Governor in 
each province in Cuba, who will be subordi- 
nate to a Governor General of the island, 
and that untila constitutional government is 
formed and its success guaranteed the Pearl 
of the Antilles will be controlled by these 
military Governors, who will be provided 
with a formula for administration which will 
be prepared from the material furnished by 
the State department and the Attorney Gen- 
/eral as a result of their present research 
-$nto the laws. It is possible that the Presi- 
dent may ask aid from Congress in estab- 
lishing a stable form of government in Cuba, 
but that being but a matter of detail has 
not been decided upon. 

As soon as the attempt is made to estad- 
lish a government in Cuba a corps of engi- 
neers will be put to work to-,reconstruct rail- 
roads, telegraph lines; telephones, to survey 
fot waterworks for cities, or place in order 
those which now exist, and to institute a 
complete modern system of sewerage in Ha- 
vana and other large cities. Everything 
possible to aid Cuba to recover from its 
devastated condition and become a pro- 
ducing nation will be done by this govern- 
ment, and every effurt is now being made 
to have a complete and perfect detailed plan 
for these operations ready to be put into 
effect as soon as peace is declared.

Washington, D. C., June 1,—[Special.]— 
When news was received at the Navy de- 
partment this afternoon of the capture of 
the Spanish troopship Alfonso XIII., with 
1,000 Spanish soldiers aboard, by the aux- 
fliary cruiser St. Paul, Captain Sigsbee be- 
came the object of congratulatory expres- 
sions uttered by every official, from Assist- 
ant Secretary Allen down. While details of 
the capture, which occurred Near the east 
end of Cuba, after the St. Paul had fired 
seventeen shots at the Spaniard, were lack- 
ing, naval mathematicians immediately 
went to work figuring out the division of 
the prize money; and when the result Was 
known Captain Sigsbee was further con- 
gratulated. Naval experts say the Spanish 
cruiser is worth in sale not less than $500,- 
000, while the government gives a bounty 
of $100 for each prisoner captured, which 
will increase the value of the prize to $600,- 
000. In the division of the spoils Captain 
Sigsbee will become richer by $60,000, which 
_{s considered by his friends here good booty, 
but not half sufficient to repay him for the 
hardships he endured with his officers and 
men when the Maine was destroyed in the 
harbor of Havana. Admiral*Sampson, as 


in Cuban waters, will receive one-twentieth 
part of the prize money, whi will amount 
to 000, equal to f of Captain 
Sigsbee’s share. 

Though exact accounts of the capture 
have not yet reached the Navy department, 
naval officers are inclined to the opinion 
that since the St. Paul has been cruising 
‘around the island independent of the other 
American vessels Captain Sigsbee over- 
hauled the Spaniard unnoticed by any of the 
fleet, in which event he and his officers and 
men exclusively will share the prize money 
with Admiral Sampson, and’ upon this be- 
lief the foregoing figures wére made out. 
Deducting~ Captain Sigsbee's ‘and Admiral 
Sampson's shares, the remainder will be di- 
vided among the officers and men of the St. 
Paul in proportion to their respective rates 
of pay in the service. In view of the fact 
that the least possible selling price is placed 
upon the Spanish cruiser, naVal officers say 
their figuring will prove to be nearly accu- 
rate, notwithstanding solicitors’ fees and 


court costs.

1, by dispatch boat to Key West.)—No signs of 
Spanish warships are to be found in Cuban wa- 
ters or in waters adjacent thereto. ‘It is doubtful 
if Cervera’s fleet ever entered Santiago harbor, 
though one of his torpedo boat destroyers may 

have run in there. In an eight days’ cruise cov- 
ering 2,000 miles and on constant lookout for 
hostile vessels not one has been met. 

On Saturday, while off the southern coast of 
Cuba, heading for Jamaica, we met the St. Paul 
of the American fleet. 

Captain.Sigsbee was positive that no vessels 
of the Spanish fleet were in Santiago. He had 
taken observations which satisfied him the Viz- 

| caya and Almirante Oquendo could not have en- 
tered the harbor without a tug towing them in.

ADMIT POSSIBILITY AT WASHINGTON: 
Washington, D. C., June \2.—(Special.)— 
Naval experts here now admit the possibility 
that a number of Admiral Cervera’s warships 
‘escaped from the harbor of Santiago de Cuba 
during the torpedo boat attack last Sunday night. 
From the reports of the Sunday night affair 
which have reached here it was first believed the 
torpedo boats intended an attack upon the block- 
ading squadron with the purpose of sinking or 
disabling one or more of them.

Persistent Run Upon the Bank of Spain Is Unabated and 
the Outlook Is Most. Depressing. 


SMALL NOTES ARE GIVEN, ONLY TO BE REJECTED, 


Condition of the Financial Institution Is of Greater Menace than 
Any Reverse of War,

Madrid, Spain, June 1.—Spain is fast drift- 

ing to a forced paper currency. The run 

upon the Bank of Spain has assumed such 
proportions that people form a long line 
hours before the offices open in Madrid and 

provincial branches. 

The bank gives small notes in exchange 
for 1,000, or 500 peseta notes, only exchang- 


{ng for silver pesetas or dollars the twenty- 


five, fifty, or one hundred peseta notes. 

The government has vainly tried to stop 
the run by prohibiting, the exporting of sil- 
ver, promising to coin millions of pesetas 
faily, which it cannot do until it increases 
the machinery of the mint. 

Every retail store, market, and tobacco 
stall rejects the notes, “and the money- 
changers charge 5 per cent discount. 

The Bank of Spain has $20,000,000 in silver 

to meet the $260,000,000 notes in circula- 
tion. 
Tax collections were much slower this 
spring than heretofore, and the new taxes 
are expected to produce so little that the 
government has decided to raise money by 
negotiating -a foreign loan in France, pledg- 
ing the principal monopolies, the Ministers 
of War, of Marine, and of the Colonies 
having declared that it is absolutely neces- 
sary to have $25,000,000 monthly. | 


‘More Serious than War Reverses. 

Madrid, June 1.—The attention of the pub- 
lic today is absorbed in the condition of the 
Bank of Spain, which is considered more 
serious than any reverse of the war, inas- 
much as the impossibility of the bank to 
help the government makes it impossible to 
continue the war. 

There was a long procession at the bank 
during the day. All classes of people were 
represented and many women were in line 
waiting their turn to change notes into sil- 
ver, fearing the notes would soon be sub- 
jected to a discount. 

If the run continues there ts danger of the. 
bank's stock of silver becoming exhausted, 
which would compel the government to 
resort to a forced currency, issuing notes: of 
small denomination. It is hoped, however, 
that the panic will subside, leaving the 
bank agnargin of silver. ‘ 

The financial outlook of Spain is dark. 
The government has intrusted the Bank of 
Spain with the negotiations for a loan of 
1,000,000,000 pesetas at 4 per cent, which 
sum is to be raised as and when required. 
The bank will endeavor to raise the loan at 
home and abroad. 


Gage Predicts a Big Crash. 
Washington, D. C., June 1.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Gage, commenting tonight 
upon the run today on the Bank of Spain, 


said: 
‘‘ The condition of Spain at sea and on land, 


in war and in finance, continues to grow 


worse daily. «I/am not surprised that the 
present condition confronts the Bank of 
Spain. In endeavoring to support the gov- 
ernment it has undertaken a tremendous 
contract. 

‘* The bank must continue specie payments 
or it willbe entirely @iscredited; and unless 
it does continue them the Spanish financial 
fabric will go to pieces. Spanish bonds wi! 
fall still lower, and Spain will be in far more 
serious condition financially than she has 
ever been. 

“Today's developments indicate that the 
Spanish people themselves are alarmed at 
the financial condition of the country. They 
evidently fear that the bank wil! not be able 
to carry out its plans. If its own bank 
should prove to bean unsteady financtal prop 
Spain will, indeed, have immense difficulty 
in raising the sinews of war.”

UNWITTINGLY 
AIDS CAPOTE, 


Vice President of the Cuban Re- 
public Is Entertained by a Span- 


ish Officer Who [ay Now Lose | 


His Head. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 1.—[Special.]—The 
West India Fruit company’s steamship Kang 
Frode arrived here this afternoon from Port 
Antonio, having on board twenty-four pas- 
sengers and forty of the crew of the British 
steamship Belvidere, which was wrecked off 
Cape Maysi on the eastern end of Cuba abou 
midnight May 25. . 

Included in the party was a no less dis- 
tinguished personage than General Domingo 
Mendez Capote, Vice President of the Cubdn 
republic, accompanied by his secretary, Man- 
uel Despaigne, and a staff officer, Major 
Alberta Herrera, who, after a thrilling es- 
cape in a small boat from La Junco, Cuba, 
to Falmouth, Jamaica, to embark for this 
country, were again, through accident, cast 
upon Cuba's shores and their lives spared 
oniy through the igncrance of the Spanish 
officers about Cape Maysi. 

The Spaniards had not then learned of the 
existence of war between this country and 
Spain, and were not so diligent in the per- 
forrmance cf their duty as they might nave 
been. This. coupled with the fact that Vice 
President Capote and his staff concealed 
their identity, led to their being kindly treat- 
ed as shipwrecked marines, and made it pos- 


sible for them to ieave Cuban soll on board — 


the Kong Frode when it hove in sight tu 
rescue them. 

- Immediately after 
Maysi its head was pointed in toward a 
cliff and it was held tn that position by 
the working ahead of its engines until all 
hands were safely landed. They at once 
repaired to. the lighthouse at Cape Maysi 
and there were taken in. They remained 
until the morning of the 27th. All this time 
they were in the company of Lieutenant 
Ricardo Hernandez of the Spanish army, 
who by this time no doubt has realized the 
prize he allowed to escape, and will in due 
time meet the penalty which will cost him 
his life. 

To crowd sixty-four passengers on one 
of the frufters such as the Kong Frode is 
no easy thing, and as the ship approached 
its dock it was readily seen that those on 
board had suffered considerably from being

DEATH OF GOINETTE 


Hard Blow to J. A. Murphy, 
Owner of Star Pointer. 


LOSES A GREAT PACER. 


Was Matched Against. John R. 
Gentry for $20,000. 


SICK BUT A 

The pacing stallion Guinette, 2:05, matched 
, 2:00%, and 
owned by James A. Murphy of this city, died 
on Monday night at Mr. Murphy's training 
stable in Park Ridge. Veterinary McKillip 
of Chicago, who was called, pronounced 
heart failure as the cause of death. 


Guinette contracted a slight cold last Sat- 
urday, the horse’s condition, however, not 


- being serious enough to cause any alarm to 


be felt by Trainer McClary. Sunday and 
Monday tke stallion ate his feed regularly 


'and wus apparentiy as well as éver until 


half-past 8.on Monday evening. At that 
hour the horse showed symptoms of being 
sick when the groom went intohis stall, and 
Dr. Mckillip was sent for. The pacer grew 
rapidly worse, and at 9:30 o'clock died. Mr. 
Murphy received the news over the telephone 
late on Monday night at the Auditorium An- 
nex, where he lives, and the receiver of the 
instrument fell from his hand, so completely 
was he overcome’by the intelligence. 

“We had no warning whatever of the sert- 
ous condition of Guinette,’’ said Mr. Murphy 
yesterday. 

It was generally known Mr. Murphy con- 
sidered Guinette the fastest horse in the 
country next to Star Pointer. 

Mr. Murphy notified E. R. Bowne of New 
York, trainer of John R. Gentry, yesterday 
of the death of Guinette. The match with 
-John R. Gentry was made in March at New 
York and was for a series of three races for 
$10,000 a side, play or pay. It was agreed 
that in case of the death of either horse the 
races would be declared off. The stake 
money, $20,000, was deposited with the Cen- 
tral Trust company of New York. 

Guinette was bought by Mr. Murphy on 
Oct. 29 last-of A. L. Libby of Boston for 
$7,000. The pacer had been campaigned dur- 
ing 1897 in Mr. Murphy’s Stable and won 
seven straight races, ffffishing the year.un- 
beaten. Guinette was foaled in 1889, his sire 
being Gambetta Wilkes, dam Stella, by 
Mambrino Startle. He was bred by G. & C. 
P. Cecil, Danville, Ky., and wasso]d by them 


- to Edward Mills of Boston when 4 years old. 


The horse was raced in the East by Dick 
Wilson, the Indiana driver, during 1895 and 
1896. He took a record of 2:08 at Mystic 
Park, Boston, fn 1895, and the following year 
beat Joe Patchen, 2:0144, at Combination 
Park, Medford, Mass. VPatchen pulled a 
four-wheeled wagon, Guinette being hitched 
to a sulky. The time was 2:08 for the fast- 
est heat, a remarkable performance overa 
-half-mile track. During 1896 Guinette start- 
ed ten times and won nine of the races, giv- 
ing him sixteen wins in seventeen starts in

1. The liquor traffic ts destructive to the best 
interests of humanity. It costs our country more 
than a billion dollars annually without affording 
any return.

It is the prolific 
source of poverty, disease, imbecility, morai 
degradation, insanity, crime, and death.

Its protection by law 
and perpetuity through license are political idiocy 
and a great national crime. The old parties that 
have fostered the saloon and fastened this great 
curse upon us are responsible for the ravages it 
has wrought, and are unworthy the support of any 
intelligent and conscientious voter. No political 
party that does not: put itself in open hostility to 
the saloon should receive the suffrage of intelli- 
gent and moral citizens. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the manu- 
facture, importation, and sale of intoxicating bev- 
erages. 

2. Christian citizenship. Both the church and 
civic government are ordained of God. The citi- 
zen has no more right to corrupt civil government 
than the Christian has to pollute the church. 
Both should be pure. The relegation of Christian 
conscience from citizenship and the ballot box 
is a dangerous political heresy. We indorse the 
declaration of Daniel Webster that ‘* morality is 
chief qualification for citizenship.’’ There,

Resolved, That every Christian voter is under 
an obligation to carry his religion into poliiical, 
as well as domestic, social, and business life. 

. A government that offers its entire military 

ree in behalf of the helpless and defenseless 
people of Cuba should afford its own womanhood 
the protection of the ballot against every. injus- 
tice. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the Prohibition party of IIH- 
nois, declare that the right of citizens to vote 
should not be denied on account of sex. 

4. All citizens should be protected by law in 
their right to one day of rest in seven without 
oppressing any who conscientiously observe any 


other than the first day of the week. 


5. The American public schools, taught in the 
English language, should be maintained.

Santiago Bay still lacks official confirma- 
tion, though the news comes from so many 
different sources—Cape Haytien, Havana, 
London, Madrid, and elsewhere—that it is 
pretty certain Commodore Schley has been 
bombarding the forts there, with what re- 
sults is yet to be ascertained. Intelligence 
has also been received that Captain Sigs- 
bee has had the good fortune to capture 
the Spanish troop ship Alfonso XIII. with 
a large number of Spanish soldiers on board 
and a cargo of coal and supplies.

Spain continues to fill the ears of the 
European powers with pitiful plaints for 
help against the blows it is receiving atthe 
hands of the United States. The Madrid 
Cabinet recently voted to send a note to all 
the powers complaining of the action of the 
Americans in cutting the international ca- 
blesand in their alleged use of a Spanish flag 
in approaching a port to bombard it. The 
Spanish press is filled with bitter reflections 
against the selfish reluctance of the powers 
to intervene. The Imparcial has printed a 
leading editorial headed “ A Great Sad- 
ness.” The fact that Spain has not a friend 
in the world has at last caused its people 
to realize that the hopes held out by the 
Weryler brand of statesmen were mere base- 
less illusions, And now they are crying out 
at every blow of avenging fate. .

The. harder they make.this international 
task of housecleaning the worse it will be 
for them. The “great sadness” of which 
they now complain will be a deal greater 
and sadder if they do not conclude to go 
at anearly date. The same sadness is also 
likely to be shared by any others who may 
be foolish enough to take the Spaniards’ ’ 
part. 

Spain is the yellow dog of nations, de- 
spised even by its own kind. Its yelping 
under deserved punishment will bring it no 
friends. The powers’ “ selfish aloofness,” 
of which it complains, is only a tacit in- 
dictment on the part of the other mon- 
archies themselves. They realize that 
Spain has brought their form of government 
into disgrace at the bar of civilization and 
that it richly deserves every blow of the 
lash under which it now writhes. The best 
thing Spain can do is to emigrate at once 
from. the last of its American possessions 
and save its complaining breath to cool its 
revolutionary broth: at home.

So the question of sound money ver- 
sus rotten money, of the gold standard 
versus the silver standard, will have to be 
fought over again at the Congressional 
elections this fall. That being the case, the 
more sharply the lines are drawn and the 
more clearly the issue is stated the better 
will it be. 

The suggestion is made that the Iowa 
Republicans shall take a forward step in 
the Congressional campaign this fall by de- 
claring specifically and emphatically for the 
single gold standard and for its clear and. 
definite recognition by law, so that no per- 
son can claim-that the government can pay 
its bondholders or redeem its legal tender 
demand notes in cheap“silver “ coin” in- 
stead of “ gdid coin.”

OMAHA’S EXPOSITION OPEN. 

With impressive inaugural ceremonies and 
the touching of an electric button by Presi- 
dent McKinley in Washington ihe Trans- 
mississippi Exposition at Omaha was for- 
mally opened to the public yesterday. It was 
a great event for the thriving Nebraskan 
city, and Chicago joins most heartily in the 
general congratulations. The fact that 
many of Omaha's best ideas in arrange- 
ment and architecture are frankly drawn 
from the greater exposition which threw 
open its gates exactly five years ago fn 
Chicago will serve only to deepen the 
friendly interest of the Illinois metropolis in 
the sister city’s beautiful enterprise. 

Next to the Government Buiiding the 
Illinois structure on the Omaha grounds 
has been the first to reach completeness, 
and jit is to be ‘hoped that Illinois people 
will be among the most numerous visitors, 
The fair is well worth visiting even by thoxe 
who still wear that blas¢ look gained after 
sundry weeks at the Columbian Exposition. 
| Omaha’ has done its work liberally and 
well, creating an exposition that is not 
only an credit to its projectors but also a 
delight to the beholder. Especially will 
this become apparent when the finishing 
touches have been completed, as they will 
after a’'week or two. Neither is the Omaha 
fair by any means a replica in miniature of 
the fair in Chicago's Jackson Park. Though 
its builders have taken many*valuable ideas 
from there, they have created an enter- 
prise that has an individuality and a charm 
of its own. 

As yet it is hard to say whether the war 
will help or hinder the Transmississippi 
Exposition. The time one would* choose 
for an exhibit of the triumphs of peace 
would searcely be a period when the people 
were hanging eagerly upon the triumphs of 
war. Yet there are many indirect influences 
that should prove beneficial to the _ at- 
tendance at the Omaha fair. The high 
price of wheat and the abundant crop now 
promised must tend to bring a liberal 
putronage from all over the wheat belt, 
where the farmers are expected soon to 
seek some such relief for uncomfortably 
bulging pockets. Then the fact that the 
national government has taken especial 
pains to have an excellent naval exhibit 
will attract large numbers of people. The 
war may further be regarded as a favor- 
able circumstance in that it has in part pre- 
vented the annual summer exodus of 
Americans to Europe. Many of these will 
undoubtedly take the opportunity to visit 
points of interest in their own country and 
the special railroad attractions will draw 
them quite. naturally to Omaha. Taking 
the conditions as a .whole there is every 
reason to believe that the Omaha exposi- 
tion will have a much better chance of 
covering expenses than had the Columbian 
Exposition, coming as it did on the threshold 
of hard times. 

Chicago has nothing but the best of wishes 
for the Omaha fair. May it flourish and 
wax fat and famous between now and the 
last day of October! 


THE MILWAUKEE STREET CAR CASE. 
’ Judge Seaman of the United States Dis- 
trict Court has decided that the ordinance 


street railroad company to sell twenty-five 
rides for a dollar is invalid. The company 
attacked the ordinance on two grounds. 
One was. that the Council had no power 
under the charter to adopt such a measure. 
The other was that the reduced rate of 
fare was unreasonably low and was cal- 
culated to take private property without 
due process of law. ‘The first point was 
not passed on by the court, so the question 
whether the Council of Milwaukee—or of 
Chicago—has the power to regulate street 
ear fares, remains undecided. 

All that Judge Seaman passed on was a 
question of fact. He arrived at the con- 
clusion that the value of the traction com- 
pany’s property was about five million dol- 
lars and that 4 cent fares would not enable 
the company to meet its expenses and pay 
a fair profit on the investment. It was 
contended in behalf of the city that the 
increase in passengers under the lower rate 
would make that rate more profitable than 
the present higher rate. The Judge, how- 
ever, dismissed that as a “ speculative ar- 
gument,” and asserted that the ordinance 
“must be regarded as a measure which re- 
duces the net revenue produced by the 
property.” . 

Having arrived at the conclusion, from 
the evidence submitted to him, that the 
company could not get, on the basis of 
4-cent fares, a fair return on the capital 
invested in the property, the Judge could 
not avoid deciding that “ enforcement of 
the ordinanee would deprive complainant 
of property rights by preventing reason- 
able compensation for its services.” 
Neither steam nor street railroads can be 
compelled to accept rates which are mani- 
festly ynjust. 

But if the Chicago Council had stood 
by the ordinance it passed once, directing 
the companies to sell twenty-five tickets 
for a dollar, and the companies had fought 
that ordinance before any Judgef this city 
would have been able‘to submit evidence 
which would have convinced him that the 
new rate was not unreasonable and that 
a lower rate even could have been fixed 
without depriving the companies of a rea- 
sonable return on capital actually invested. 
The street railroad situation in Chicago dif- 
fers materially from that in Milwaukee. 


RELUCTANCE TO JOIN REGULARS. 
It is daily becoming more and more evi- 
dent that the attempt to recruit the regular 
army to the full war footing of 62,000 Is 
not going to be a complete success, One 
officer at Washington says the authorities 
may consider themselves fortunate if the 
army attains a force of 40,000. For this 
reason there is already some talk of a third 
call for volunteers, as there is a growing 
belief that the troops thus far in sight will 
not be sufficient for all the work that lies 
ahead in Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines. 

The general reluctance to enlist in the 
regular army evidently grows in part out 
of a misunderstanding of the conditions sur- 
rounding such enlistment at the present 
time. There is a widespread preference 
to go into the war as volunteers, evidently 
because of the impression that the service 
will be less rigorous and extended. There 
is every reason to believe that such impres- 
sion is erroneous, especially if the regular 
army remains so small that most of its work 
will have to be done by volunteer regiments. 
Usually the term of enlistment in the 
regular army is for three years, but in this | 
case the term has been made provisional, 
as in the case of the volunteers, allowing 
the mpstering out of all who desire it at the 
close of hostilities. On that point, then, 
the volunteer is no better off than the reg- 
ular who enlists for the present emergency _

at the front will fall upon the seasoned 
regulars, but as these will be only about 
| one-eighth of the total forces it is evident 
that this distinction wil! cut but little figure 
when it comes to an organized and exten- 


sive attack. On the other hand, the man» 


who enlists as a regular is much more likely 
to be properly taken care of than the man 
whe enlists under comparatively raw 
officers. 

The volunteer regiments now in camp 
have suffered more or less for lack of neces- 
sary clothing and supplies. Their system 
for distributing supplies necegsarily takes 
some timie to get into working order. The 
regulars have no such constructive period 
to go through, and their system of equip- 
ment is naturally more perfect than that of 
the best newly created volunteer regiment 
| can be. The same may be said of the sani- 
tary corps and of all arrangements for pre- 
serving the health of the men. Theregular 
army surgeons and officers are trained in 
the art of taking care of their men, while 
the officers of the volunteer regiments may 
in some eases have to learn it by experi- 
ence. 

Looked at entirely apart from sentiment, 
the reluctance to march with the regular 
army appears to be ill-founded. Enlisting 
as a regular no more implies that a man is 
going to spend the rest of his life soldiering 
than does enlisting in a volunteer regiment. 
In either case the man who cares for longer 
service can probably get it for the next two 
years quite easily, as the United States will 
undoubtedly have to keep armies of occupa- 
tion in all the Spanish islands until they are 
thoroughly settled. under a new and more 
enlightened form of government.

Pertinent Contrasts Between the Pres- 
ent War and the War with Mexico— 
What Dilatoriness Has Done. 

“We declared war on Mexico on April 24, 
1846. The war practically ended with the 
fall of the City of Mexico on Sept. M, 1847. 
And that was in the days before steam- 
ships, railroads, and the telegraph. There 
were slow and tedious voyages in sailing 


marches on foot. 

The campaigns were carried on over an 
immense territory, almost twenty times as 
large as Cuba. .It was a hostile country 
swarming with enemies In arms. It wasa 
difficult courtry through which roads had 
to be cut. 

Yet the campaign in northern Mexico was 
carried on with about 8,000 men and the 
campaign in southern Mexico with less than 
14,000 men. The City of Mexico itself, de- 
fended by an army of 30,000 men, was cap- 
tured by Scott with 8,00U troops. 

In that war against a people numbering 
more than 6,000,000, occupying a vast terri- 
tory, the President called out only 73,776 
volunteers, less than half:of whom were 
used. 

For our present almost purély naval war 
the object of which is to capture two sea- 
ports, the President has already called cut 
more than 200,000 volunteers.

During our war with Mexico William L. 
Marcy, one of the ablest men of his day, was 
President Polk's Secretary of War. He made 
‘a report during that war which apblitea 
equally well to this. In this report, made 
after the capture of the City of Mexico, 
Marcy said: 

Our further operations must, in my opinion, be 
conducted in one of the three following modes: 

First, to take and hold an indemnity line, to re- 
cede from all places and positions now occupied 
in advance of it, and cease from all aggressive 
operations beyond, that line. 

Second, to overrun the whole country, and hol¢ 
- the principal places in it by permanent gar- 
risons. 

Third, to retain what we now possess, open the 
lines of communication into the intertor, and ex- 
tend our operations to other important places as 
our means and the prospect of advantage shall 
indicate—keeping a disposable force always ready, 
within approachable limits, to annoy the enemy, 
to seize supplies, enforce contributions, and 
frustrate his efforts to collect means and as- 
semble troops for the purpose of protracting the 
war. 

Rejecting the first two plans, Marcy rec- 
ommended the adoption of the third: 

The third mode presented is, in my judgment, 
preferable to the others. Beyond certain limits it 
admits of expansion and contraction; but, as a 
fixed condition, all now held Is to be retained, and 
no part surrendered but in compliance with treaty 
stipulations. This plan also contemplates further 
acquisitions extending to other important points, 
“more or less numerous, as, circumstances may 
warrant. Notwithstanding our victories have 
fallen with crushing weight upon the assembled 
armies of Mexico, most of those who hold in their 
hands the decision of the question of peace have 
stood beyond the range of the physical evils in- 
flicted by the war. By extending the theater of 
it and changing the mode of conducting it they 
can be made to feel its pre#sure. 

Our successes have now begun to act upon and 
influence those who probably can, if they will, put 
an end to hostilities. By making them suffer the 
usual calamities of war they must be made to 
desire peace.

MARQUISE-D& FONTENOY’S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.)} 

In every foreign capital there is invariably 
a club which becomes the headquarters of 
the diplomats e#tationed in that city, and 
where special facilities of admission are 
accorded to the members of foreign mis- 
sions. In London it is the St. James’ club, 
in Paris the Jockey club, at Berlin the Union, 
and so on. 

Since the outbreak of the war the question 
has been raised as to how the diplomatic 
representatives of Spain and of the United 
States, who meet there every day, should 
behave to one another. It was obviously 
out of the question that they should main- 
tain the ordinarily social and friendly rela- 
tioys, just as if their countries were not at 
war, while, on the other hand, it was embar- 


Yassing both for themselves and for the 


other members of the club that they should 
ignore each other altogether. 

Finally, with a view of settling the ques- 
tion, it was resolved to submit it to the 
Prince, of Wales as the uriversally recog- 
nized.“ arbiter elegantiarum."’ The Prince, 
after’ giving the matter his due considera- 
tion, has issued the dictum that the etiquet 
for diplomatic representatives of nations at 
war with each other is *‘ to salute each oth- 
er; but not to converse.” 


From 8t. Petersburg I learn that the Czar 
is exceedingly angry with the Chief of Po- 
lice of the metropolis, General Kleygels, an 
officer of Scotch origin. In spite of the 


stringent regulations to the,contrary, peo- } 


ple with petitions for the Emperor &re con- 
stantly rushing up to the imperial carriage 
for the purpose of either handing them to 
their Majesties Or else filnging them into the 
equipage, invariably startling the Empress, 
who can never be sure that the missile is 
not a bomb or aninfernal machine. 

The Emperor has repeatedly given orders 
that the police should: prevent the people 
from molesting the Czarina and himeelf in 
this: fashion, yet the nuisance continues un- 
abated. |

cipal subordinate and favorite jn having, 
while intoxicated the other day in‘one of 
the principal restaurants of the capital, as-

he reached the exit to don it. 

As the gentleman requested him to mind 
his own business, he proceeded to have him 
arrested and abused him ina most shameful 
fashion. Not until the police station was 
reached was it discovered that the prisoner 
was a Colonel in the army and a brother of 
the Minister of the Interior. . 

On the following day the police official was 
dismissed in disgrace, after having been com- 
pelled to humbly apologize to the Colonel, 
and now General Kleygels is following him, 
his successor as Chief of Police at St. Peters- 
burg being no other than General Trepoff, 
who has hitherto filled the same position at 
Moscow. | 

The appointment of General Trepoff can- 
not fail to be regarded in Russia, as else- 
whe in Europe, in the Hght of an evil 
omen, For he bears a name that is execrated 
throughout the dominions of, the Czar in 
consequence of the terrible severity and re- 
lentless cruelty of his father, old General 
Trepoft. | 

The latter was during the concluding years 
of the reign of Alexander II. at the head of 
the entire imperial police, and so frightful 
were the punishments inflicted by his direct 
orders upon political prisoners that one of 
them, a young girl of the name of Vera 
Sassulitch, on recovering her liberty,.made 
her way into his office and shot him. 

Tried publicly by jury at St. Petersburg, 
she gave in court such a terrible picture of 
the sufferings of those who were incarcerat- 
ed in the dungeons of the Peter and Paul 
fortress on account of their political opin- 
ions that she was at once acquitted. :

Attorney Moran used the last huif hour of 

the session for a rebutta! argument, which 

he will resume this n.orning. He will be fol- 
lowed by Attorney Levy Mayer, and State's 

‘Attorney Deneen will make the fina] address 

for the State. The State hopes to have the 

arguments concluded by noon, but aad may 
‘continue another day. 


Deneen Expects Conviction. 


Considerable interest attached in the morn- 
, ing‘to the presence in court of former Police

Through- 
out the day he moved back and forth in his 
chair and continually pulled his small chin 
beard. 
Argument Against Quashing. 
Attorney Barnes advanced as an argument 
against quashing the indictment the fact 
that, if decision adverse to the State was 
given, the prosecution had no recourse, while 
the defense retained the right of appeal toa 
- ‘higher court. He argued that no precedent 
existed and if the court were in any doubt, 
he owed it to the public not to decide ina 
manner which would preclude a review of 
the arguments by the highest court of the 
State. He asserted also that Dreyer never 
paid a cent of interest to the West Park 
board, a condition which he said would nulll- 
fy the argument that the relation between 
Dreyer and the board was that of creditor 
- and debtor. 

Attorney Moran objected to. the statement, 
producing the report of the board showing 
the credit of interest. Mr. Barnes after- 
wards explained that the State would prove 
_in trial that interest was paid by the juggling 
of books, but not in fact, Dreyer taking a 
part of the board’s money to pay the interest 

due the board,
